nigh cost of artificial rain. In many 

cases that defect can he remedied by 

standard soil improvement practices, 
principally abundant use of cover crops

Worth of installing sprinkler irrigation 
has been proven throughout the South 
though. At Athens, Ga, watering upped the 
corn yield 560 per cent in one 1992 study 
and 188.8 per cent in 1953. In 1952 cotton 
yield was boosted more than a bale an acre 
by artificial watering. A gain of about two- 
thirds of a bale the next year was reported. 
{In a four-year study, irrigation upped the 
pole bean yield 183 per cent with added 
gains from improved quality. 

_. it was found to have increased cotton 
yields in South Carolina a half bale an acre 
in Mississippi 100 per cent and in Arkansas 
about 200 pounds of lint.
